H-SALARIED COUNSEL 

City Attorney Stephens receives 
$4000 a year for being responsible 
for all of the city’s legal affairs, 
yet the Board of Public Service 
Commissioners recently increased 
the salary of its own special coun- 


sel, W. T. Mathews, to $12,000 a 
year. The board also asked the ap- 
proval of the voters at the recent 
election for blanket authority to 
increase the salary of the presi- 
dent of the commission to any sum 
the board might desire, but this 


amendment was defeated by the 
voters, who evidently believed that 


the board, in accordance with the 
scale of salaries it pays, might 


make the president's salary at least 
*| $26,000 a year, or possibly more. 


Following the defeat of the char- 
ter afmendments increasing the 
salaries of city officials, the at- 
tention of Mayor Cryer was called 


to the fact that the board is not 
alone paying its own Special Coun- 
sel Mathews three times the salary 
that City Attorney Stephens re- 
celves for safeguarding the legal 
affairs ‘of all the city departments, 
but also that the board has, un- 
known to most of the taxpayers, 
been paying 8S. B. Robinson, Mr. 
Mathews's personal friend and 
member of the legal firm of 
Goudge, Robinson & Hughes, large 
sums, supposedly for legal advice 
furnished the commission. Mr. 
Robinson's name, however, has not 
appeared, so far as the public rec- 
ords show, on reports from the 
board to the public or to the Coun- 


cil. 


NOT ON PAY ROLIS 


Mr. Robinson’s name appears on 
no regular public service depart- 


ment pay roll, the investigation yes- 


terday showing that from Dec. 31, 


1918, to the Ist inst. he has been

you how external irritations—me- 
chanical, chemical and thermal— 
could stimulate the growth of 
cancer cells. “Now it is quite evi- 


dent that in many cases some 
other factor beside the external 
stimulus must be operative to help 
eause this lawless growth of cells; 
otherwise even very many more 
people would have cancer than do 
at present. 7 

Let us look into this a bit. You 
remember in the second article, 
among the general causes for the 
increase in the cases of cancer in 
our time as compared to our fore- 
fathers’ time, I listed the present 
industria] development which re- 
sults in the taking away of physi- 
cal work from many people. 

So we have less physical work 
than our ancestors had, and, there- 
fore, less output of energy. How- 
ever, we have not apparently 
changed our eating habite—our in- 
take of energy—and the balance 
between this output and intake of 
energy has been distu 

The majority of us after 30—the 
beginning of the cancer age—are 
overeaters. This is evidenced by 
the fact that. possibly more than 
half of our adult populations is 
over-weight. Now, can we say that 
over-eating has anything to do 
with this cancer question? I be- 
lieve we can. 

Now I do not want you to con- 
clude from what I am going to 
say that I am putting this for- 
ward as a cure for cancer — al- 
though it may be a preventive. I 
want you to remember that the 
cure for cancer lies in ite early 
diagnosis and complete removal 
before it gets into the system. 

But we know these facts: can- 
cer is a great deal more prevalent 
in the moderate and well-to-do 
classes who are over-nourished 
than it is among the poorer classes 


In the previous articles I N 


who are under-nourished. And it 
is a fact that cancer victims, a 
large majority of them, are per- 
sons over 40 years of age who 
were apparently in robust health. 
Many of them, however, were 
overweight. 

Over-eating can act in two ways. 
First, by causing indigestion and 
disturbances of the digestive tract, 
it can undermine the resistance 
there, perhaps causing ulcers 
which may be a basis of cancer 
later. Many cases give histories 
which verify this. In many other 
cases we get the history that the 
patient could “eat nails” until 
their trouble came; little realizing 
that “eating nails” has probably 
brought on their troubles. Some 
authorities believe that excess 
meat-eating predisposes to cancer. 

Second, doesn’t it seem reason- 
able that over-eating and thus 
causing an excess of nutriment in 
the blood and tissues could disturb 
the normal chemical reaction in 
the tissues? We know it can, in 
fact. We know that over-eating 
can cause all sorts of wrong reac- 
tions in the body. 3 

Isn't it reasonable to suppe 
that it could cause a stimulation 
of cells to abnormal growth? I be- 
lieve it is reasonable and I believe 
it does happen. I can conceive of 
some cells in the body being irri- 
tated by this excess of nourish- 
ment over a long period. I can 
conceive of them finally saying: 
“There are not enough of us cells 
here to consume this stuff. C’mon, 
let's grow! Let's multiply and re- 
Plentan the dearth.” 

External irritants, we know, 
cause cancer. I believe we mu 
enlarge our view and believe that 
intefnal irritants also may be et- 
f ive. Moral: Count your calories 
now: and it may prevent your con- 
sulting your surgeon later.

KIDNAP CASE 
IS RECALLED 


Former Witherell Gardener 
is Accused of Larceny 


— — 


Held by Bandits 


Man Under deve to te 
Amnesia Victim 


The kidnaping and holding for 
ransom of Mrs. Gladys Witherell 
in January, 1921, was recalled yes- 
terday when her husband, A. J. 
Witherell of 9023 Fountain avenue, 
Hollywood, caused the arrest of his 
former gardener, John Albert 
Burk, on a grand larceny charge. 
Mrs. Witherell's picture and that ot 
her baby figured in Burk’s capture, 
as they aided in the identification 
of his trunk and led to his being 
found. The asserted theft took 
place in the same month as the kid- 
naping. 

Other charges of a similar nature 
against Burk are made by R. H. 
Burr of 7378 Sunset Boulevard, and 
E. M. Durant ef 1007 Orange street, 
who also employed him as gard- 
ener, the police assert. It is as- 
serted that Burk is an amnesia vic- 
tim, and a letter from ea San Fran- 
cisco physician who observed him 
is in the hands of the police. 


ARRESTED AT BEACH 

Burk was arrested at Santa Mon- 
lea through the work of Detective 
Sergeants Allen and Bartley, who 
found recently that he had beer 
living in a house on Orange street 
from which he had moved. His 
landlady told the police his beiung- 
ings had been taken away in a 
truck painted red. The detectives 
located a concern known as the 
Red Truck Company at Santa Mon- 
ica, and by making a fast trip in 
a police car got to Santa Monica 
before the trunk was delivered. 
Opening it, they found a photo- 
graph of Mrs. Witherell and her 
child. The discovery and arrest 
of Burk followed. 

Mr. Witheréll told Detective Ser- 
yeant Trainor that Burk, whom he 
had known in the was em- 
ployed by him Sept. 2, 1920, and 
left without giving notice Jan. 3, 
1921, taking with him a leather 
handbag and a trunk belonging to 
his employer and most of his em- 
ployer’s clothing, together with furs 
and jewelry belonging to Mrs. 
Witherell. 

Burk appears to have gone to 
San Francisco, the police say. Dr. 
A. C. Moore of 1527 Sutter street, 
in that city, a friend of Mr. 
Witherell, told of meeting Burk 
there in January, 1921, and looking 
after him for three months. Burk 
appeared to have lost his memory, 
Dr. Moore said, but recovered it 
one day when he fell and struck 
his head. He then told the phy- 
sician he had left the Witherell 
home because his head hurt him 
and he wanted to go to San Fran- 
cisco, where a Dr. Naffisiger 
once performed an operation 
relieved him from the effects of 
a skull injury. Burk told the phy- 
sicilan he remembered nothing of
